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EDITOR’S NOTE 


This index to Volume XXXIII, April 1953 through March 
1954, of the MILITARY REVIEW is divided into four parts for 
the convenience of the reader. 


Part I is an alphabetical index of the titles of all articles 
printed in the Main Section, the Military Notes Around the 
World, and the Foreign Military Digests. 


Part II is an alphabetical index by subject, with appro- 
priate cross-references, of all articles printed in the maga- 
zine, with the exception of Books of Interest to the Military 
Reader. 


Part III is an alphabetical index of the authors of the 
articles which have appeared in the Main and Foreign Mil- 
itary Digests Sections. 


Part IV is an alphabetical index of all books reviewed 
and listed in Books of Interest to the Military Reader. The 
asterisk (*) is used to indicate those books for which ac- 
tual reviews will be found in the magazine. 


The symbols (MN) and (FD), found in Parts I and II 
of this index, refer to articles appearing in the Military 
Notes Around the World and Foreign Military Digests Sec- 
tions, respectively. Titles without a symbol refer to articles 
appearing in the Main Section of the MILITARY REVIEW. 
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
